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DREAMS—PERSONAL EXPERIENCES 
By Otto Melito 


Dreams! The very word conveys to our minds 


an atmosphere of mystery, which transcends the limits 
All of us 


cannot be poets ; all of us cannot be great thinkers, 


of human knkowledge and imagination. 


but to none of us is denied the mysterious, marvelous 
experience of dreams. More than a third of our lives 
is passed in a region where the rigid laws which are 
imposed upon us by our space of three dimensions no 


We find ourselves 


taneously, without feeling and surprise, in places ге- 


longer weigh upon us. simul- 
mote from one another; the past and future are con- 
founded in the same present; our habitual logic is 
completely overturned. 

No matter how vivid or vague our dream con- 
sciousness may be, it still conveys to our small intellect 
the beautiful intricacy of our existence. Day after 
day we work and work; day after day we struggle 
for our existence; and yet it never seems to dawn on 
some of us that within our seemingly commonplace 
being lie hidden mysteries, which, if revealed, would 
bewilder and frighten us. 

Do dreams throw any ligth upon our real self? 
Do they give us any clue to the tremendous significance 
Do they reveal that life 
Those who have devoted 
their entire lifetime to the study of this subject 
tell us that dreams do reveal all these things. Here, 
however, I am not going to prove any of these facts, 
since they can be obtained in any good book on the 
subject. I shall try to show you that time—as we 
know it—is an illusion. 


of our life on this earth? 
is one great big illusion? 


‘Three years ago I became very much interested in 
the study of dreams because I had noticed, that on 


several occasions, some of the incidents occuring in 
my dreams, would take place in my waking life, two 
or three days afterwards. 


Ass any of you in my posi- 
tion would have acted, I began to wonder how it 
could be possible to perceive the future in dreams. 
Being a skeptic at heart, I argued myself into the be- 
lief that my memory was playing me a trick. Finally, 
however, I hit upon a plan to verify my dream experi- 
ences. Every morning upon awaking, I would lie in 
bed for five minutes and recall a dream as carefully 
as possible; afterwards, I would make a careful 
memorandum of it. One month of this practice, with 


no result to encourage my expectations, brought me 
almost to the edge of the conclusion—that my memory 
had tricked me in my previous dream experiences. 
However, partly because it had already become a 
habit with me, I continued to make a record of my 
dreams, and finally a ray of hope brightened the gloom 


of my disappointment. 


The night before I had had an exceptionally vivid 
dream; the scenery was not confused—as rarely is 
the case in this state—and the events were so deeply 
engraved in my sleeping consciousness that I was able 
to recall them the next day with no difficulty. I paid 
no particular attention to this dream, when I made a 
record of it, until three days afterwards when the 
incident took place. The automobile in which I was 
riding with some relatives overturned, and I suffered 
a fractured leg. Everything took place exactly as 
revealed to me in my dream—the only modification 
being that the accident did not take place in the 
vehicle (a bus) presented in the dream. 

This case—as you may, with full justice, say— 
might have been a pure coincidence and therefore 
would tend to prove nothing. I may assure my read- 
ers that I did not become convinced of the prophetic 
power of dreams until a sufficient number of verifica- 
to offset all 


had been realized. 


tions—enough possibilities of coinci- 


dence 

Before me, on the table on which I am writing, 
lies my memorandum; it contains my dream records 
covering a period of three years; and having gone 
carefully over them I find that thirty-eight per cent. 
of all these dreams have taken place in actual life. 

My testimony—and I realized how poor it is— 
may not convince some of you, but to such I can only 
say that the study of this subject is within the reach 
of everyone, and thus all can prove for themselves 
that the future is really existing in the present— not 
figuratively, but literally speaking. 


In making this personal experience public—an ex- 
perience which few would have dared to make because 
of the ridicule of their friends— I have tried to realize 
an earnest desire to see more of my fellow students 
take up the study of this fascinating subject and tear 
apart the veil which shrouds it in the deepest mystery.
